REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Claims 26,27,29,30,33,38-40, and 53 (new claim added) with polymer ©-{(a)p- 
(b)q}v as the elected species are in condition for allowance based on the Amendment to 
claim 26 in that the 4H-units are incorporated in the polymer backbone by two covalent 
bonds. 

The search is expanded to other species in claim 27 in that formula [II] requires 
the combination of (a) (formulae III or IV) with either one in formula VIII or formula V. 
However, no prior art has been found. Therefore, claims 26,27,29,30,33, and 38-40 with 
all the species are allowed. 

The claimed process 41-52 embrace the supramolecular polymer of claim 26, will 
be rejoined and be allowed also. 

New claims 54-56 with specific formula (a) as other species have been search. 
However, claims 54-56 are allowed since no prior art has been found. 

Therefore, claims 26,27,29,30, and 38-56 are allowed. 
Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
